WASHINGTON, October 7. — Yoorhces 


ijave a definite notice in the senate this 
morning that on Wednesday he would 
ask the senate to sit continuously until 
a vote is reached on the Sherman silver

Barely 
ten yeare have elapsed since Hie growing 
of the raisin grape wan ftrpt alt*mpt«l 
in California, but in thin almost incredi- 


. My short time the product has grown 


from a few hundred boxes per annum to 
a quantity now exceeding 2,000,000, and 


vet today the industry is ualA lo be in 
its infancy. Tho Iruil has nccomplished 
tho mission of driving from tho homo 
market the M»hij.'ii product, and from 
present indk-ations it will not be many 
venrs before the Valencia will have 
taken its departure from the field in 
which it has had no competitor since 
raisins were first introduced. 


In 188(i-87, when the California raisin 


fii-Kt hcjjiui to arrive in carload lots to 
this mnrkct the writer took up the sub- 
ifi't (,-xU'iisively and followed closely the 
irogrcss of tlie industry, pointing out 
lie merits of th« fruit and the prospects 
or its sale. In doing this he met with 
requent snags in Ihe shape of opposi- 
ion from importers?, who, blinded by 
iidivulual interests, were unable to note 
the tendency of the times and refused to 
recognize the then growing competion. 
As samples of llio fruit were exhibited 
the same were severely criticised and 
their inferior quality dwelt upon. H 
was i\ common saying that the skin 
was touizh, that the fruit consisted 
hired v of seeds, and that in competi- 
tion "with Malaga they had not the 
slightest chance. The product, how- 
ever continued to increase in quantity 
the qualitv of. the fruit steadily im- 
proved fliu'i gradually the consumers o 
the country began to recognize tho mer- 
its of the new article. Following this the 
importation of Malaga began to diinin 
isli, anil annually the quantity brongli 
over from primary sources has lessened 
until now Malaga fruit is seldom calloi 
for, and those who have stood by lh< 
fruit in the hope of deriving some bone 
lit iiro now considering the advisabilit; 
of dropping it altogether. 


Unfavorable comment was also heart 


when California prunes first entered th 
field. Importers refused to see in th 
1'aciiic coast product a competitor, air 
designated the fruit submitted «s 
"dato,"and not n prune. Consumers 
however, declined to coincide in thi 
view, nnd this was soon demonstrate! 
by the eager demand for the fruit fron 
ail sections, and the gradual falling o1 
in the consumption of Turkish am 
French. The industry in California con 
tinned to prosper, and for this year 
crop is counted upon to top tiny thin 
that the stale has ever put forth, hs 
periments are now making with tigs un 
olives, and probably but a few years wi 
elapse when these articles will prove a 
common upon our markets as raisin
